REMARKS 

Claims 5-8, 10, 12-15, 17, 19-20, and 24-26 are pending in the present 
application. Claims 1-4, 9, 11, 16, 18, 21-23, and 27-28 are canceled. 
No new matter has been added. 
Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 (A) 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-3, 6, 9, 11, 16, 21-23, and 27-28 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Takahashi '034 in view of disclosure in Applicants' specification. 
Claims 1-3, 6, 9, 1 1, 16, 21-23, and 27-28 have been canceled in the instant amendment, without 
prejudice, therefore, Applicants shall not address the rejection of these claims. However, 
Applicants reserve the right to pursue these claims in a later filed application and without 
admission as to the current pending rejections. 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's suggestion to rewrite claims 4-5, 7, 10, 12-15, 17- 
20, and 24-26. "Claims 4-5, 7, 10, 12-15, 17-20, and 24-26 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims." (Office Action at page 3). 
Applicants amended claims 5, 7, 10-11, 13-15, 17-20, and 24-26 accordingly. Applicants 
canceled claims 4 and 12 without prejudice in the instant amendment but wish to reserve the 
right to pursue these in a later filed application without admission as to the current pending 
rejections.
